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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the rejections over Eden et al. (US 4,812,445) 
are maintained for the reasons of the record. In response to the Applicant's arguments that Eden et al. do not teach microcapsules 
having a size of about 5-500 microns, it is noted that the instant claims do not recite the size of the capsules but rather recites "at least 
one perfuming or flavoring ingredient dispersed in or adsorbed within a polymeric carrier material", which limitation is met by the 
reference. Further, the Applicant argues that "Eden does not relate to reducing the explosive hazards of microcapsules, but merely 
discloses regular encapsulation", and therefore, there is not motivation to modify the reference. In response, it is well established that 
while there must be motivation to make the claimed invention , there is no requirement that the prior art provide the same reason as the 
applicant to make the claimed invention. The reason or motivation to modify the reference may often suggest what the inventor has 
done, but for a different purpose or to solve a different problem. It is not necessary that the prior art suggest the combination to achieve 
the same advantage or result discovered by applicant. In re Linter , 458 F.2d 1013, 173 USPQ 560 (CCPA 1972); In re Dillon , 919 F.2d 
688, 16 USPQ2d 1897 (Fed. Cir. 1990), cert, denied , 500 U.S. 904 (1991). Here, Eden et al. teach adding salt for more efficient 
formation of the starch sheet on the chilled surface. See col. 2, lines 55-60. 
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
